CRANE IN NOVEL AS 
GILDED AGITATOR 


War Correspondent Who Saw 
Him in Balkans Says He Is 
. Obsessed to Liberate the 
World with Money. 


CHUM OF REBEL LEADERS. 


Thinks He Was Ready to Be Kid- 
naped to Aid Bulgaria at Ex- 
pense of U. 8.; Cullom 
Tells His Fears.

BERLIN, Oct. 14.~Charles R. Crane, whose 
resignation as minister to China has just 
been accepted, is the unnamed hero in an in- 
ternational novel called The Golden Peril,” 
which is about to be published in English 
and German. The author is a well known 
German-American war correspondent, now a 
resident of London, who made the acquain- 
tance of Crane when the Chicago million 
aire was prowling about the Balkans in 
search of excitement during the Turco-Bul- 
Sarian war scare in the spring of 1904. 

Crane’s actions on that occasion excited 
such extraordinary comment among the as- 
sembied international journalists that the 
correspondent above mentioned conceived the 
idea of writing a book wherein the centra 
character should be an eccentric American 
piutocrat, obsessed with the idea of freeing 
the oppressed peoples of all lands. 

While Crane was at Sofla he hobnobbea 
on terms of the greatest intimacy with some 
of the most famous of the Macedonian revo- 
lutionary leaders, 


Was Lavish with Money. 


He is said to have been lavish in his dis- 
tribution of money, making no secret of hi: 
fervid Slavophile sympathies and his desire 
to further the Bulgarian ambitions by every 
means in his power, 

About this time a story got around that the 
Macedonian bands had hatched a plot 
to kidnap Crane in order that America mighi 
be compelled to interfere diplomatically in 
the Bulgarian turmoil! and thus hasten som: 
clash favorable to the Slav interests. It wus 
the impression of men observing the develop- 
ments at Sofia that Crane was to be a not 
altogether unwilling party to the scheme. 

The hero of The Golden Peril is de- 
picted as employing not only his colossa: 
American fortune but his brilliant American 
business ability for organizing a revolution 
throughout the world on strictly business 
principles. He chooses this occupation partly 
for excitement and partly because he is domi 
nated by the idea that his money has been 
given him to play the role of a world wide 
liberator. 


U. 8. ATTACHE FORESTALLED. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 14.—{Special.]- 
What has caused the greatest stir of the 
whole Crane incident in Washington is to- 
day's report from Peking of the open han! 
taken in the matter by the Japanese legation 
there. According to dispatches received un- 
officially today the formal statement of Sec 
retary Knox explaining his reasons for ac- 
cepting the resignation’ of Mr. Crane was 
given out by the Japanese legation not only 
to the Chinese government but to the nativ- 
and foreign press. 

From every point of view it is said tonigh: 
the appointment and recall of Mr. Crane isa 
matter of purely internal moment to thie 
country. Not by any stretch, it is pointed out 
could the Japanese have any cuncern with 
the personnel of our representation at Peking. 
and the action of their tninisters there in 
forestalling our own chargé d'affaires, Mr 
Fletcher, who is now in that country. is eon 
sidered an extraorindary phase of the case 


Japs Forced State’s Action. 

The explanation offered of the Japanese 
action is that upon the publication of the re- 
port that the United States would protest 
against the Japan-China agreement respect- 
ing Manchuria, the embassy of the Tokio 
government in Washington at once inquired 
of the state department as to its correctness 

As the department had not completed its 
study of all the circumstances connected with 
the negotiation of the treaty, it was forced 
practically to disavow Mr. Crane and to re- 
serve its views as to the treaty The state- 
ment of the Japanese chargé d'affaires was 
transmitted through the Tokio foreign office 


to Peking and was made public by the Jap- 


anese minister. 
It was important from the Japanese point 


of view to have the American attitude made 
clear to the Chinese government and people, 
else the latter would have been encouraged 
to take steps to delay further progress in the 
construction of the railroad to connect An- 
tung. on the Corean frontier, and the Dalny- 
Mukden line. 

Japan recently adopted such @ firm atti- 
tude in regard to this matter that it must 
have continued the work even at the risk 
of trouble. Any other course would have 
meant loss of prestige. 

The course pursued by Secretary Knox in 
dismissing Mr. Crane will save the United 
States from embarrassment and remove 
what might have been a serious complication 
in the far eastern situation. 

Knox Takes Hand in Treaty.

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SMUGGLE WHTR SLAVES IN 


Bartender Tells of Traffie in Girls 
Between Here and St. Louis. 


LIKE DAYS BEFORE THE WAR 


Victims Smuggled in Through Dark- 
ness in Cabs and Cars, 


An underground railroad, by which white 
slaves are spirited away from St. Louis and 
brought under cover into Chicago, as elabor- 
ate as any by which black slaves ever were 
brought into the north during civil war times, 
was unearthed yesterday by former State's 
Attorney Clifford G. Roe. 

Through an intricate system of avoiding 
the police, it is knowm that twenty-four girls 
have been brought to the city within the last 
two months by two men, whose sole duty it 
was to travel between the two cities escort- 
ing the girls. 

How many other men have been engaged 
in the systematized traffic nor how long it 
has been in operation, Mr, Roe is unable 
to learn, but stories: told by the girls them- 
selves indicate others have been brought 
here by the same road. 

Bartender Confesses. 

Dick Tyler, now in a cell at the Desplaines 
street police station, nominally a bartender 
at the White City saloon at 2100 Dearborn 
street, has made a full confession io the 
former state’s attorney in which he declares 
beth Mike Hart and he were engaged in 
making regular trips between the two cities, 
and explained how the police were evaded. 

The girls, after being located in St. Louis. 
were driven to East Si. Louis in a carriaage 
and taken to some quiet hotel. Front this 
notel they would be taken by other St. Louis 
agents on interurban cars still further to 
some small town on the railroad line. 

At this point, Tyler deciares, either Hart 
or he would meet them and take the train 
for Chicago. On reaching Englewood the 
man and girls would leave the train and come 
into the city on street cars. After arriving 
downtown, for fear of being observed or that 
the girls would become frighiened and make 
a public outery, the bartender would take 
them to a quiet downtown hotel. 


Spirited Away in Cabs. 
Whichever man made the trip with the 
girls then would telephone to Paul Auer, 
manager of the White City saloon, who hur- 
ried to the hotel in a cab, was introduced to 
the girls as their future employer, and in 
the closed carriage spirited them away to 
the resort, in which they would be held pris- 
oners. 

In order further to avoid detection the 
men engaged in this traffic assumed names. 
Hart, also a bartender at the Paris saioon, 
traveled as Mr. Harrington. Maurice Van 
Bever, now under arrest, called himself W 
H. Clark. 

Roe asserts that Van Bever is the actuai 
head of the white slave ring in this city. 
being the owner of the saloon to which girls 
were taken, and from which they were dis- 
tributed to resorts about the levee. Van 
Bever was arrested by the investigator yes- 
terday morning just as he entered a carriage 
after visiting his attorney. . — 


Final Lap of Journey. 

Paul Auer, manager of the saloon, whose 
duty it was to transfer the girls over the 
final lap of the journey, was arrested in the 
basement of the White City saloon while 
trying to evade the police rule driving men 
out of the district. , 

Instead of his customary natty suit, new 
hat. and elaborate overcoat, Auer wore the 
blue jeans of a janitor, and when Detective 
Farrell arrested him he asserted he was the 
janitor and porter of the buliding. 

In addition to the four men now in custody 
Roe has obtained the arrest of Julia Tyler, 
wife of the bartender, taken in the resort; 
Julia Van Bever, wife of the owner of the 
saloon, and six girls, alleged white slaves, 
who are being heid to testify against the 
men. 


HUNT “KID GLOVED” MAN 
IN EVANSTON AS THUG. 


Young Man Attacks Mrs. Mary Theisen 
as She Enters Gate at Home—Hus- 
band Starts Search. 


Evanstonians refused to wear kid gloves 
last night after they learned of the attack 
upon Mrs. Mary Theisen, 941 Sherman ave- 
nue, and that her husband, Ahdrew Theisen, 
a sewer contractor, was making the rounds 
of the suburb, armed with a baseball bat 
and supported by a party of friends, search- 
ing for a man with kid gloves. 

That was the only description Mrs. Thei- 
sen could give of her assailant. She was 
about to enter the gate of her home when a 
young man with kid gloves stepped up be- 
hind her and placed one hand over her eyes, 
She screamed and he dragged her under the 
porch a few feet away, but she succeeded in 
frightening him away. 

In hie excitement the young man dropped 
her pocketbook, which was found near the 
porch.

WIDER RIVER NOW ASSURED. 


Drainage District Buys One Strip of 
Land and Starts Condemnation 
of Another. 


Two moves made yesterday by the sanitary 
Mistrict practically assure the completion of 
a 200 foot channel in the Chicago river from 
the lake to the drainage canal. The trustees 
tentatively closed the purchase of a strip of 
land on the east bank of the river at le- 
vator A from the Rock Island and Lake 
Shore railroads for $58,439. 

The officia! permission of the United States 
government to fill in the jog in the dock line 
made by the sale will be necessary to assure 
the deal. The strip, twenty feet wide. con- 
tains 8,730 square feet of ground.

INDICT TWO TODAY - 
FOR JURY “FIXING”? 
ination’ Reported Ready to 
Act After Two Days’ Se- 
ries of Most Remark- 
able Sessions. 


QUIZ MASON NINE HOURS. 


Chief Clerk Nervous and Un- 
strung from Wayman’s Mer- 
ciless Grueling, and Not 

Through Yet. 


Two indictments charging men prominent 
in business and politica! affairs with com 
plicity in the alleged jury fixing plot are 
expected to be voted today by the October 
grand jury. This was the first result ap- 
parent last evening of a most remarkable 
series of sessions by the grand jury. 

For nine hours, beginning Wednesday aft- 
ernoon, Capt. Roswell B. Mason, chief clerk 
of the jury commission, had been before the 
inquisitors. For more than four houra with 
hardly any letup yesterday Capt. Mason 
submitted to one of the most grueling third 
degree” examinations ever made by Mr. 
Wayman. 

Following thé adjournment of the grand 
jury at 6 o'clock, Detectives Loula and 
O’ Keefe were sent on a mysterious errand by 
Assistant State's Attorney Victor Arnold. 1. 
was reported that they had been detailed tc 
watch two men against whom the grand 
jury will take drastic action today. . 

When State’s Attorney Wayman emerged 
from the jury rooms he appeared satisfied 
with his day’s work. 

“I have only this to say,” he declared. 
“ We intend to get to the bottom of this plot 
if it takes all winter.” 


Wayman Sorry for Mason. 

When Capt. Mason came from the inquisi- 
torial chambers beads of perspiration stood 
on his forehead and his eyes were overflowing 
with tears. Even the state’s attorney ex- 
pressed pity for the gray haired veteran, who 
jeft the Criminal court bullding nervous and 
unstrung. 

“I hated to do it,“ said Mr. Wayman, but 
our business is to unravel this plot, no mat- 
ter who is hurt.“ 

Capt. Mason, while before the grand jury, 
was not spared, nor was he permitted to hesi- 
tate a moment in hisanewers. The questions 
of the prosecutor were shot at him as froma 
rapid fire gun. At times, when the witness 
hesitated, the sharp, vibrant voice of the 
prosecutor rang out so loud and clear that 
it could be heard distinctly in the corridors 
without. 

What do you mean by that answer!?“ Mr. 
Wayman would ask. 

What Capt. Mason meant could not be dis- 
tinguished by persons in the corridors. But 
the persistent onslaught of the prosecutor 
was continued....At first C. L. Caswell and 
Pierce McGuire, two of the commissioners’ 
clerks, were questioned, one at a time. Then 
they came out and Capt. Mason was called. 


Three Before Jurors at Once. 

Once it was declared that the testimony 
given by Capt. Mason conflicted with that 
previously given by McGuire. Then the two 
men were brought face to face in the grand 
jury chambers. Another time Caswell, Me- 
Guire, and Mason were in the jury room to- 
gether. 

The first work done by Mr. Wayman when 
he arrived at his office in the morning was 
to subpesna seven clerks from the jury com- 
missioners’ office. Those said to have been 
served with subpenas were C. L. Caswell, 
Pierce McGuire, W. V. Bogan, T. H. Dwyer, 
A. C. Nawrocki, A. H. Green, and H. H. 
Russell. Only McGuire, Caswell, and Mason, 
however, were called by the grand jury. 

Most of these clerks work in that depart- 
ment of the jury commissioners’ office where 
the names of veniremen are written on the 
cards. These cards afterward are drawn at 
random. and it is believed that the state wil! 
attempt to show, through the testimony o1 
the clerks, that their origina! writing on the 
cards was erased and names of other persons 
substituted. 

Printers to Tell of Label. 

Several printers, whose names were with- 
held, also were subpcenaed by the inquisi- 
torial body. The printers are declared to be 
among the officials of Typographical union 
No. 16 and are wanted for the purpose ot 
identifying certain work of union printing 
firms. It is believed by Mr. Wayman that 
many of the jury cards bearing the union 
labe) are counterfeit. 

Mason, the clerks, and the printers will be 
examined when the grand jury convenes 
again this morning. One attaché of the 
state’s attorney’s office declared that “ the 
end is near and that by this afternoon the 
grand jury will have sufficient evidence 
against the two men under suspicion to re- 
turn indictments. 

One of the reports that percolated from the 
inner chambers of the prosecutor was that 
he had information against certain employés 
of large corporations who in times past have 
been suspected of jury tampering. Another 
unsubstantiated story was that Mr. Way- 
man’s sudden reopening of the “ jury fix- 
ing probe was the result of a partial confes- 
sion said to have been made by a former 
employé of one of the corporations which is 
declared to have profited extesisively by 
jury fixing.” 

Condemnation Suits Recalled. 

One report of the day was that the con- 
‘demnation suits of the Chicago and North- 
western railroad were in for an investiga- 
tion. It grew out of the presence of Francis 
W. Walker, and Attorney C. I. Fyffe at the 
state’s attorney’e office. Mr. Walker repre- 
sented the dissenting property owners who, 
efter the verdict, fled a motion for @ new 
trial on the ground that among other counts 
a member of the jury was a railroad em- 
ployé6. M. Wayman and his visitors denied 
an investigation into the sults was under 


consideration. 

Mr. Wayman held a conference with Judge 
McEwen at noon, after which it was reported 
that bench warrants were to be issued for

While the convicts are employed on con- 
tract labor in the penitentiary now. they 
could be given work on this farm and earn 
sufficient money to pay the state and enough 
to help their families. 

Al have figured it out, the entire farm 
could be run under the supervision of the 
state of Illinois. The convicts would be al- 
lowed so much of the profits and the rest 
could go to the state. Instead of working in 
inganitary prison shops and receiving noth 
ing for their labor, the prisoners would be 
out In the open air, making money to sup- 
port their families, and getting the real sort 
of reformation.” 

Just how Mrs. Ide intends to impress the 
state legislature with the plan for turning 
the convicte into farmers—and Colorado 
farmers. at that—she has not yet deter- 
mined. She admitted that she expected con- 
siderable opposition from politicians, and

Son of Los Angeles Attorney. 
Lamar A. Harris was the wayward eldest 
son of the late Will A. Harris, orator and 
attorney, who was well known in Los Ange- 
les a few years ago. He was about 80 years 
old and inherited much of his father's gift 
of eloquence, but there was always a vein of 


| strangeness in him. As a schoolboy he got 


into serious trouble and was expetied from 
the Los Angeles High sghool. It was as- 
serted that he took books which did not be- 
long to him. 

Afterward at a Los Angeles university he 
got into trouble again. These troubles. how- 
ever, soon were covered up out of respect 
for hie father. 

Young Harris left Los Angeles the year of 
the Spanish war and went south, where his 
father’s family held a high social position. 
It was one of the great familiesin plantation 
days before the war. Harris went to a 
university in Mississippi and took a degree. 
He was admitted to the bar and taught a 
while in the university from which he grad- 
uated. 

His little youthful escapades were forgot- 
ten and Harris became a favorite in the 
social life of the southern university town. 
He was a charming young fellow socially— 
well read, soft spoken, with the prestige of 
an old Tennessee family. He paid court toa 
Mississippi girl and married her. 


Moves West with His Wife. 
Not long afterward the young couple moved 
to Los Angeles, where young Harris became 
law partner with his father. The business of 
the firm was largely that of mines and mining 
law. Owing to the golden eloquence of father 
and son, there were sensational and success- 
ful damage suits. Lamar attained consider- 
able fame as an orator. One of the most 
graceful and splendid after dinner speeches 
ever made in Los Angeles was Lamar Harris’ 
tribute to Music,“ when Mme. Schumann- 
Heink was entertained by the Gamut club 
of the California city. The prima donna 
impetuously tore off her corsage bouquet and 
threw it across the table to him, wafting him 
a kiss from her fingers. It was a great com- 
pliment to a really great bit of oratory. 

Harris was an accomplished violinist and 
deep reader. - After the death of his father he 
became the law associate of Glen Behymer. 
Within the last two or three years Harris 
drifted into fast company and paid much at- 
tention to actresses. Drink got hold of him 
and dragged him down. 

Last season at Santa Anita park he played 
heavily, to which his intimate friends at- 
tribute his ruin. Gradually he neglected his 
law practice and family and became involved 
in a scandal over bad checks issued to enter- 
tain a little doll faced show girl. 

Los Angeles friends are firm in the opin-

First Copies. Are Issued Despite 
Threats; High Officials 
Are Attacked. — 


San Francisco, Cal, Oct. 14.—[{ Special. J— 
Pressure has been brought to bear upon the 
tederal authorities at Washington (o sup- 
press a volume just off the press that bears 
the title Chinese Immigration, and makes 
sensational charges against United States 
consular officers, senators, congressmen, 
and persons who have been identified with 
the Chinese immigration bureau in San 
Francisco. Word comes from New York 
tonight that the book has been withdrawn 
from circulation by the publishers for cor- 
rection. 

Mary Roberts Coolidge, Ph. D., formerly a 
professor of sociology of Stanford univer- 
sity, and wife of Prof. Dane Coolidge, is the 
author of the book, which has been circu- 
lated in the face of threats made to the 
publishers, Henry Holt & Co. of New York, 
that its publication would result in numer- 
ous suits for libel and damages. 


Knows of Threatened Action. 

Word of threatened official action has 
been received by Mrs. Coolidge at her home 
in Berkeley, and it was declared by 
friends that all the governmental! person- 
ages attacked in the book had combined bozh 
to bring influence to bear on the publishers 
and to call for the suppression of the book 
by the federal authorities. 

The first copies of Chinese Immigration“ 
have been received in San Francisco, and 
caused excitement among members of the 
Chinese immigration bureau.

a scathing arraignment of the administra- 


tion of the Chinese exclusion laws and 
espouses the cause of the Chinese on the 
ground that they have been misrepresented 
and il] treated.

An unexpected ally came to Chief Steward 
in the evening in the shape of commendatory 
resolutions from the Liquor Dealers’ Protec- 
tive assoclation for “divorcing the liquor 
traffic from immoral resorts. 


Federal Aid in the Crusade. 

The federal authorities came to the assist- 
ance of the police crusade against dealers tn 
white slaves by an effort to revoke the natu- 
ralization papers of Charles Maibaum, owner 
of the resort at 2004 Dearborn street. Be- 
cause the petition of Assistant District Attor- 
ney Lawrence Jacobs failed to specify Mat- 
baum’s piace of residence the hearing was 
postponed to Monday by Judge Landis. It is 
said Maibaum represented himself to be a 
minor when he was more than 21 years old.

Crane for the diplomatic service when the 
appointment of the Chicago millionaire maa- 
ufacturer to the Chinese mission first was 
Suggested by President Taft. But upon the 
assurance by the president that Crane was 
just the man for the place, Senator Cullom 
acquiesced in his appointment. 

This information came to the surface to- 
day, following the parting shots of the diplo- 
matic belligererts. Private Secretary Car- 
penter sent Mr. Crane a telegram from Presi- 
dent Taft, accepting his resignation as min- 
ister designate and upholding the position 
adopted by Secretary of State Knox. Mr. 
Crane immediately issued another state- 
ment, in which he expressed some impatience 
with the president for sustaining Mr. Knox. 
Mr. Crane then left for New York, where he 
ig to meet his father tomorrow. Attorney

Never- 
theless, I have felt that my obligation to 
the president was to permit him to decide 
the issue. I have appreciated fully what 
would be involved in a decision by him that 
I should continue. I have realized also the 
impossibility of his obtaining complete In- 
formation at this time. He has chosen to 
base his decision upon the ‘circumstances 
found by the secretary of state.’ 


Hoped to Be of Great Use. 


“TI accepted the Chinese mission at his re- 
quest and solely because of assurances that 
I could be and would be permitted to be of 
service to the country in constructive work 
of the greatest importance to it and of the 
greatest interest to me. It has been made 
perfectly clear that conditions here were not 
and are not such as to make this possible. 

“To demonstrate this ha’ involved a per- 
sonal humiliation such as no self-respecting 
man who is drafted into the public service 
should be called on to endure, but I am grate- 
ful, indeed, that I have had the test of official 
confidence and support here rather than in 
China, and now rather than at some real 
crisis involving the honor or the interest of 
the nation. 

“I think I should state at this time that 
until I arrived here last Sunday I never had 
seen the newspaper article which is made 
the excuse for my recall, nor had I heard 
that such an article had been published, and 
at my interview with the secretary of state 
it was not shown to me. I accepted the de- 
scription of ite character and consequences 
then given to me and assumed full reeponsi- 
bility for my connection with it, purely inci- 
dental as that connection was. 


More Light on Interview. 


Additional information regarding Secre- 
tary Knox's interview with Mr. Crane is 
made public today. It develops that Crane's 
interview which caused his recall was based 
on facts obtained by him from a $1,600 a 
year clerk in the state department named 
Baker. 

Mr. Knox asked Mr. Crane how he knew 
from the work Mr. Baker was doing that a 
protest regarding Manchuria was in con- 
templation, since he had seen no responsible 
official, but only this $1,600 a year clerk. 

Mr. Crane replied that he had formed the 

opinion that a protest was coming and had 
sent word to Sumner M. Curtis, correspond- 
ent of the Record Herald, which paper had 
been friendly to him, to prepare for such a 
story. The article, indicating that the de- 
partment was going to protest, was printed 
a few days later.

The greatest interest centered in Gaynor's 
appearance, in the expectation that he would 
answer in detail the charges that have been 
made against him, the most serious of which 
is the insinuation that he favored the race- 
track element and attempted to frustrate the 
enforcement of legislation designed to check 
betting. InAhis respect his hearers were dis- 
appointed, for he did not reply to the charges 
at length, but declared, as he has done before, 
that his record must be the answer to his de- 
tractors.

Whereas, This assassination is not simply the 
killing of a single man, but a blow at education and 
progress throughout the world, since the shot that 
pierced the heart of Ferrer was aimed at the brain 
of the masses of Spain; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Socialist party of Cook county, 
in massmeeting assembled, protest against this 
assassination, and that we express our abhorrance 
of all murder, especially when employed as a po-

BLOW 10 FINNISH AUTONOMY 


State Is Ruled by Russ Governor 
and Denationalized Senate. 


UPRISING IS NOT EXPECTED. 


Terrorist Methods by Young Enthusi- 
asts, However, May Result. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 14.—Rear Ad- 
mirals Wierenius and Silliman, Colonel 
Kraase, and Master of Ceremonies Berg 
have been appointed to the Finnish senate 
by the governor general of Finland, ac- 
cording to advices received here from Hel- 
singfors. 

These men replace the senators who in 
September notified the governor general 
that they would not accept reappointment 
to office because the Russian cabinet in- 
sisted that the Finnish senate contribute 
$4,000,000 to the defense of the empire. 


Abolishes Finnish Administration. 

The appointment of the officers named ts 
regarded as an almost fatal blow to Finnish 
autonomy, as it practically abolishes the 
Finnish national administration, placing the 
entire machinery of state in the hands ot the 
Russian governor general and a senate de- 
nationalized by Finns who have spent their 
lives in the governmental service of Russia. 

It is understood that the judicial depart- 
ment of the senate now will resign, and the 
indications are that this will be followed soon 
by the reannexation by Russia of that part 
of the Viborg province which was joined to 
Finland by Alexander I. in 1808 after the 
acquisition of the grand duchy from Sweden. 
This district is only twenty miles from St. 
Petersburg and it is considered strategically 
necessary to the defense of the capital that 
it be placed under Russian control. 


Order $4,000,000 Turned Over, 

HELSINGFORS,.. Oct.. K. An imperial 
manifesto was published today ordering that 
the military contribution of $4,000,000 shall 
be taken from the Finnish treasury and 
turned over to Russia. The Finns have not 
decided upon any definite line of resistance 
and disorders are improbable. Russian re- 
inforcements are expected to arrive soon,

Juan Estrada, who with Gen. Chamorro 
organized the uprising, is one of three 
brothers whom President Zelaya always has 
regarded as his stanchest political frienda 
The other brothers remain loyal and are de- 
nouncing Juan as a traitor. 

There are conflicting reports regarding the 
origin of the trouble, the message states, 
One report is that it was due to a rumor that 
Zelaya intended to depose Estrada from his 
Office in the army. Another version is that 
Zelaya secretly instigated the trouble, 
hoping thereby to be able to get out of the 
country and live peaceably abroad.

“I was with Dr. Cook every day during 
the time he was att to ascend the 
mountain in 1906, and the nearest point to 
the summit of Mount McKinley which we 
reached was at least fourteen miles distant 
from the summit of that meuntain, and at 
no time did we reach an elevation in excess 
of 10,000 feet, and the doctor told me when 
we were at the place where my picture was 
taken that we were not over 8,000 feet high.

Organize a greater system of public edu- 
cation; study and better New England as a 
whole; map a physically perfect Bostcn;

It must be remembered that the whole 
scheme only originated last March and a 
certain amount of popular education was 
necessary. It was found there was a mass 
of unorganized and, for the most part, un- 
informed public spirit, but there was will- 
ingness to lend a hand, once a way could be 
found to make it worth while. 

The interested are being organized, but it 
is work that cannot be hurried. It is be- 
lieved there are ample resources in ability, 
leisure, money, and public spirit for a far 
more extensive program than has been laid 
out. The “ Boston—1915" notion keeps its 
feet on the ground and the character of the 
people behind it indicates that whatever they 
build will be from cellar upward. 

One thing wae carried through with strik- 
ing success, and constitutes an effective ad- 
vertisement of the idea. Summer games for 
boys were provided. At first sight this seems 
a small matter, but it really meane that 
20,000 youngsters were kept out of mischief 
for the three months of the.school vacation. 

The 1915 committee divided the city 
into tem districta each more or less self-cen- 
tered, enough to have a local feeling. The 
settlement centers were enlisted as places 
for registration; the city playground com- 
mittee was seen; the services of athletic 
coaches in the public schools were obtained 


through the school committee; the police 
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adequate protection; fifty of 
athletes ~ the city v 


Young Athletes in Training. 

Then at each of the ten playgrounds be- 
gen a system of training such as occurs 
every spring at large colleges, where a great 
crowd appears for practice, from which 
ultimately will be chosen the team.“ 

Although everything was voluntary, the 
youngsters entered promptly into the spirit 
of the thing, and the “training tables” of 
Boston could be numbered by thousands. 


More or less of the preliminary gossip of the 


training dribbled Into the newspapers, giving 
at times undesirable notoriety to a promis- 
ing youngster. 

The games were a great success, in more 
senses than one, To hear what the, for the 
most part, financially straitened parents 
said of the scheme would have been ample 
reward for the efforts of the committee. The 
boys learned someth 
action, of discipline and self-control. The 
juvenile courts showed the results in a 
negative way of course. 

The cost of the plan was not . The 
plant was there. A great body of volunteer 
service was given of a valuable kind. The 
professional coaches are paid by the year 
by the city any way. The police, found it 
easy to Manage the boys. The 1915 committee 
appropriated $2,500 for the 
silver, and gun metal medals. 


Plan to Aid Boys’ Futures. 


Closely related to the foregoing is a scheme 
to fit a boy or girl to his or her prospective 


work. The idea is that boys and girls leave. 


the schools and wander about, often for 
years, before settling down to a sane living. 

The late Prof. Frank Parsons went into 
this subject and formulated a list of fifty 
questions, which, if honestly answered by the 
pupil and teacher, would give a fair idea of 
what the individual under scrutiny was best 
fitted to do. 

The 1915 committee has employed an expert 
to devote his time to this work. By and by it 
is hoped the schools and the employers will 
work together as a matter of course; putting 
a boy with a taste and capacity for mechanics 
into a shop; one with an apparent genius for 
accounts at a desk; one with gift for engi- 
neering in the open where he can really show 
results. 

Public health has not been forgotten. The 
idea here is that from a merely business point 
of view it is better to prevent accidents than 
to pay damages. 

Ventilation, overheating, underheating, 
overwork, adjustment of the work to the 
man, and no end of other practical things 
are under investigation by the chamber of 
commerce. Prevention of diseases is easier 
to arrange, particularly turberculosis. 


Plans Are Not Impractical. 

Some of the foregoing sounds sentimentat 
and ideal, with a suspicion of the imprac- 
tical, but it should be remembered that 
these various studies and schemes are in the 
hands of big men of business, big men in the 
unions, in the proféssions, and the working 
forces of the schools. They are not the class 
of men or women Mkely to wander off into 
impractical schemes. Whatever they rec- 
ommend will work. The 1915 committee may 
be trusted to work into a logical plan what 
is practical for Boston. 

It will be obvious that politics would 
wreck any such plan if allowed to do so. It 
is inevitable that suspicion of politics should 
appear, but the taint thus far has been 
avoided.

the Rock Island to become chairman of the 
executive committee of the Westinghouse 
company. W. T. Graham. president of the 
American Can company, was elected to suc- 
ceed Alexander E. Orr. The other directors 
were reélected., 

Mr. Jackson stated after the meeting that 
he could shed no light on the purchase of 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas by the 
Hawley and Rock Island interests, because 
the matter was being handled in New York. 
Considerable speculation was aroused in 
railroad circles yesterday by the report. It 
is not believed the road will be consolidated 
in any way with the Rock Island-Frisco sys- 
tem, as the new road constitutes a parallel 
and competing line, but there would be no 
such obstacles to a merger of the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas with the Alton. 


New Train to Coast. 

It was announced yesterday by the North- 
ern Pacific railway that after Oct. 31 its 
transcontinental service will be amplified by 
the addition of a new through train daily be- 
tween Chicago and Tacoma and Seattle.

ROAD TO BEINDEPENDENT 


Division of Control of Western 
Pacific, Gould Line, Is 
Predicted. 


New York, Oct. 14.—[Special].—The newly 
acquired contro! of the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas railway company by Edwin Hawley, 
B. F. Yoakum, and Speyer & Co. was 
clinched this afternoon at a meeting of the 
executive committee of the road which 
elected five new directors. 

Besides Edwin Hawley and B. F. Yoakum 
the new members of the board are Hans 
Winterfeldt of Speyer & Co., Frank A. Van- 
derlip, president of the National City bank. 
and Frank Trumbull, president of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio. The retiring directors are 
Adrian H. Joline, R. W. Maguire, Henry W. 
Poor, J. G. Metcalfe, and Charles G. Hedge. 
The executive committee will be composed 
of five new directors and James N. Wallace, 
president of the Central Trust company. 
Edwin Hawley becomes chairman of the 
board. 

A. A. Alien, the former vice president of 
the road, was elected president in place of 
Adrian H. Joline. Mr. Joline will continue to 
act as counsel for the company. The road, 
it was said, will continue to be operated as 
an independent system. 


Joline Explains Resignation. 
Adrian H. Joline, who resigned as presi- 
dent, made the following statement: 

It has been manifest for a long time that 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas system 
eventually must be allied with some strong 
railway interest in order that the property 
might be developed and its business in- 
creased. I have occupied the position of 
president for the last three years with the 
expectation some allowance beneficial to the 
property would be made. 

„% Messrs, Hawley. Yoakum, and Speyer 
brothers, who have been financial members of 
the road for some years, have acquired such 
an interest as in my judgment renders it 
desirable they should assume charge of the 
active management. Accordingly I resign 
the chairmanship and presidency. A. A. 
Alien, for many years assistant general man- 
ager of the company, will succeed me as 
president and Mr. Hawley will be chairman 
of the board.“ 

„ This adds another important territory 
friendly to the system which Hawley has 
through the purchase of the Chesapeake and 
Alton properties, created within the last few 
years, and ‘is an important factor in the 
strengthening of all, said Mr. Hawley. 

Mr. Hawley declined to say how much 
stock had been acquired by him and his asso- 
ciliates or what price had been paid. 

It is asserted that Hawley and Yoakum had 
gone into the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
as a personal venture and that neither the 
Rock Island, the Chesapeake, nor the Alton 
systems will be financially interested in the 
property. The Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
connects with the Alton and Rock Island at 
St. Louis and at Kansas City. Owing to the 
law regarding ownership of parallel and 
competing lines the Rock Istand could not 
legally acquire control of the Missouri, Kan- 
gas and Texas. 


Dual Control of Western Pacific? 

Division of control of the Western Pacific, 
the new Gould line to the Pacific coast be- 
tween the Denver and Rio Grande which 
now owns the road, and another important 
western system has been under negotiation, 
although so far no.definite conclusion has 
been arrived at. The plan is said to be looked 
upon with favor by the Blair interests as 
well as by an important element in the di- 
rectorate of the Western Pacific. There is 
a fair chance, it is said, that this line which 
was built as an exclusively Gould road, will 
become the joint property of the Goulds and 
another system. A member of the Western 
Pacific executive committee said when ques- 
tioned about this plan for division of con- 
trol: 

“ Some such plan as that may be worked 
out, but nothing along that line is likely 
to be done just now.” 

Both the Rock Island and Burlington sys- 
tems reach Denver, but have no outlet of 
their own to the Pacific coast. The Western 
Pacific would furnish such an outlet to eith- 
er of these systems, but it Is to the Bur- 
lington that the interests of the Weatern Pa 
cific which would like to see the control of 
the road divided are understood to be look- 
ing as a possible purchaser of a half interest 
in this new Une to the coast.

Cincinnat!, O., Oct. 14,.~—[Special.]~—The 
Ohio valley today spoke for better river 
transportation facilities. A nine foot stage 
from Pittsburg to Cairo was demanded. The 
elimination of railroad domination in rela- 
tion to traffic is sought. 

These sentiments were expressed at the 
fifteenth annual convention of the Ohlo Vai- 
ley Improvement association, at which 1,000 
delegates from Ohio, Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Kentucky, Illinois, and Indiana 
were present. 

Seventeen locks and dams now are finished 
or in process of construction. It is claimed 
the total number of dams necessary to main- 
tain a nine foot stage on the whole river is 
fifty-four, the cost of which will be $63,000,- 
000. Many delegates advocate issuance of 
government bonds for this work. 


Speaks for 13,000,000 People. 

Gov. Harmon addressing the convention, 
advocated river. improvement through fed- 
eral aid as a direct means to oppose great 
railroad combinations in the handling of 
freight. . 

In the counties bordering on the Ohio 
river live 8,000,000 people,” he said. and in 
the six states through which run the tribu- 
taries of the Ohio there live 13,000,000 people. 
This vast region deserves and demands its 
share of deep water improvement. 

One great trouble is with the railroads, 
A few men get together and fix up combina- 
tions to control the railroads, and as long as 
that condition lasts the people will not be 
free from railroad impositions, River im- 
provemem will give competition in handling 
freight.

But when we ask for horses and cargadores 
to rejoice us on o way tomorrow he shakes 
hie head and looks sad. There are no horses. 
It looks like trouble for us, for we are forty 
miles from Echaque And we gaze pensively 
across the idle street and over into the idle 
plaza, with its great decaying church and 
monastery, and seeonly cows and carabaoc. 
By 6 o’ciock our host has prepared our 
dinner of chicken, eggs, and rice. When in 
walks Acting Governor Bryant from Bayom- 
bong. the capital of Nueva Vizcaya, fifteen 
miles away. Gov. Gallmann had anticipated 
all our trouble and had wired Mr. Bryant, 
and here he is with two saddle horses, three 
back horses, and two men following him. 
With friends in this country one cannot get 
lost or lose out. Gov. Bryant is from central 
Ohio. and we have had a great time talk- 
ing of the greatest state in the union. Our 
cargadores are in at 8 o'clock, our baggage 
fairly dry, and now at 9 o’clock I am ready 
to turn in in my host's big carved bedstead, 
with a thin mat for mattress and springs, 
but it has a mosquito curtain and that ap- 
parently ia the essential thing. 


Away Again in Early Morn. 


Mondeay—We were awake at dawn; but 
there is no hurry here. We get aw at 
about half past 6, in clothes still wet and on 
the poorest, boniest, and meanest horses we 
have seen since we left the streets of Manila; 
but Mr. Bryant says they will get us through 
if we can get them through. At any rate, 
our host is not lacking in true kindness or 
courtesy. 

With Mr. Bryant as guide we pass down 
through the sleepy decadent village, through 
a narrow fringe of trees, and a mile wide 
flood plain, by a narrow muddy trail through 
grass rising high above our heads, and we 
are at the Magat river, a wide, rapidly flow- 
ing stream. Here Mr. Bryant takes leave of 
us to return to his duties, having regaled us 
on the way by tales of Starr—how he swam 
one river clinging to the tall of a carabao. 
We ride our horses out to the heavy tim- 
ber barge in the river. where the water 
comes to our knees on the saddle, climb 
aboard the ferry, our horses are taken ashore, 
and the saddles are brought aboard. as well 
as our baggage. and over we go, the ferry 
held in place by a big wire cable. The boys 
take the horses below and swim them over 
the river. we sitting on the high bank awalt- 
ing them for nearly an hour. 

At 8 o’clock we are off again, over a poor 
trail. through a rolling grass country. Then 
an hour of rougher trail through forest, 
much of the way with many belly deep mud 
holes, but with much catnip and sensitive 
plant) along the way—poor taste on the part 
of the sensitive plant. At 10:30 we halt for 
fifteen minutes to eat some rice and chicken 
our good host had put up for us in a banana 
leaf, and then on, the sun hot, and the day 
oppressive—t wisting, winding, slipping, slop- 
ping, splashing over @ bad trail, always 
climbing, generally in an open country, with 
wooded ravines and water courses. 


Valley of the Cagayan. 


At 1:80 wé can look over—we are at the top. 
Before us is a sea of rolling, broken country, 
almost treeless, giving way to a great broad 
level plain, and far beyond, in the blue dis- 
tance, mountains. This is the valley of the 
Cagayan, the longest and largest river in 
the Philippine islands. There is nothing to 
break the monotony of this journey—not a 


soldiers in rude shelters, maintains a quaran- 
tine against the badly infected cattie and 
horses of the Cagayan valley. It is a hard 
journey, relieved at times by a gentle shower, 
much preferred to the sun. 

Winding down for nearly an hour by gentle 
stages through mudholes, which, with luck, 
soon will be impassable swamps. we arrive at 
a dreary little barrio of Cordon, smaller and 
more sleepy, if possible, than Bagabag. for 
not only are the streets of grass but it nearly 
obscures the foot wide trail. We halt and 
tether our jaded beasts in front of a great 
house, ‘built high above the ground on piles, 
and, ascending, ask for rice and coffee. We 
get both after some delay, and find we are in 
the schoolhouse. Now no pupils are in sight, 
but the native schoolteacher, whose English 
is something at which to smile, and his old 
father and mother, and cats, and dogs, and 
chickens, and this is their day at home. The 
house has seen better days—in a bagio I 
should prefer the grass grown street. Out- 
side can be heard the steady tump tump of 
the rice mortars and the crowing of countless 
cocks. 

At 8 o’clock we resume, for we have five 
miles more to make to Carig. And at 5 
o’clock we are herein Carig. Now it sounds 
easy, but five meaner miles or two longer 
hours I never spent. Cordon is at the begin- 
ning of the great and half level plain I 
spoke of—Carig is in the midst of it. But 
this plain is not as level as it seemed when 
viewed from above and afar. At the lowest 
level of the plain are rivers, then streams, 
then bottomless mudholes, then mudholes 
with bottom, then riceflelds, then flelds of 
twenty feet high cogon graas, and, crowning 
all, little hummocks here and there. On these 
they build their houses—milserable hovels 
they are, too. The whole forms an Intricate 
network of trails and cross trails, through 
which we floundered in desperation and de- 
spair, congratulating ourselves that the rainy 
season has not yet definitely arrived. 


Natives Think Road Good Enough. 

An American roadmaker hee just dropp 
in and says that the road from Cordon 
Carig isa peach compared to the one we 
are to traverse in the morning! Well, all I 
can say is that thie is the rea) paradise of 
the carabao, if an animal so ugly may be 
accused of having a paradise. This road- 
maker says he has plenty of money with 
which to build a road, but the natives will 
not work. They say the road is good enough 
—may they choke in their own mud! 

We are in the house of a man who was once 
presidente, when thie town was a munici- 
pality. Then he owned a great house of mas- 
sive timbers and the padres were building a 
great stone and brick church. Now he lives 
within four walls of cane, covered by a layer 
of grass, and here in the main room is a 
stack of tobacco—his crop—and across the 
way the young forest is growing over the 
ruins of a church which was never finished, 
But Sefior Correon, our host, does not lack in 
his welcome or kindness, and while Mr. 
Ebersole, the roadmaker, discourses on Mu- 
pino politics, we can hear much doings out 
in the shed they cal) a kitchen—much 
equawking of dying chickena, much rattlh 
of dishes and polishing of rusty knives, for 
we oome to Sefior Correon with a letter from 
his nephew. Sefior Vicente, our host of last 
night. At half Mut 9 we sit down to a feast, 
the usual one, with a jar of excellent guava 
jelly, for guavas are plestiful in the valley. 
And the attention is prompt and polite,

on Industrial Conditions. 


CLUB HITS AT TUTHILL. 


Judge Condemned for Ruling on 10 
Hour Labor Law. 


Race suicide was held up as a blessing to 
the nation and not a curse in a talk made 
yesterday by Mrs. O. Hulburd, delegate from 
the Woodlawn Woman's club to the Second 
district meeting of the Lilinois Federation of 
Woman's Clubs held in the Isalah temple. 

Race suicide always alarms the men of 
this nation,” said Mra. Hulburd. “I Say 
race suicide arising from terrible industrial 
conditions is a blessing and not a curse. 

“If the men are alarmed let them create 
laws to remedy industrial conditions. [am 
not at all alarmed about race suicide, but I 


‘am concerned about the future of children 


brought into the world under conditions of 


poverty and degradation. 

It is better that there be no children than 
to rear offspring in such terrible conditions 
as those described by Mr. Robins. 


Robins Pleads for Toilers. 

The speaker’e remarks were Girected 
against an argument made by Raymond 
Robins, who spoke on the ten hour law for 
working women. Robine declared that as a 
result of the lax industrial laws for the pro- 
tection of women in I]Mnois sterility is on the 
increase amongwor king women of the state. 

Mr. Robins denounced what he termed the 


2 unexampled philanthropy of the Hiinols 


Manufacturers’ association, and especially 
W. C. Ritchie & Co. in refusing to have the 
right of ite female employes to work thirteen 
and a half hours a day taken away from 


them.“ 


“I don’t know whether you realize that 
IIlinols ranks fourth in Industries and is 
the most brutal industrial state in the union,” 
ald he. “It has no laws regulating the 
safety of women in machine shops; no laws 
regulating the conditions under which the 
employés work or the sahitary conditions 


of the buildings. 


Resolution Hits Tuthill. 

“Tt was these conditions which led to the 
origin of thé ten hour law for women. IIIt- 
nois, fourth among states in industries, is the 
twenty-second to make some regulations as 
to the working hours of women employés.”’ 

Resolutions were adopted protesting 
against the decision of Judge Tuthill declar- 
ing the ten hour law for women unconstitu- 
tional, and urging the women of Illinois to 
assist in creating an intelligent public opin- 
ion upon this law in defense of the health 
a motherhood of the working women of 
Iilinois.” State's Attorney Wayman was 
commended for securing the services of Louis 
D. Brandeis to assist in pleading the consti- 
tutionality of this law before the Supreme 
court. ;

Commission Gives Agents a 
Week in Which to Fix 
“Unfair”. Contracts. 


NEW GRAFT IS CHARGED, 


Managers Accused of Charging 
Actors 5 Per Cent of Pay Be- 
fore Putting on Acts. 


The war against “ unfair” booking agents 
carried om by the Actors’ union and the White 
Rats of America yesterday was taken up by 
Secretary David Ross of the state labor com- 
mission and William H. Cruden, chief in- 
spector of employment agencies. 

At a conference in Mr. Cruden’s office it was 
decided to allow the booking agents one week 
in which to comply with the law in the matter 
of contract forms used in engaging actors. 
A large number of booking agents in Chicago 
are using what is alleged to be an illegal 
form of contract, the objectionable feature 
of which is a clause granting managers the 
right to cancel acts after the first perform- 
ance without rémuneration to the actors. 

The conferees were Secretary Ross, In- 
spector Cruden, and Harry Mountford, gen- 
eral secretary of the White Rats of America, 
who came from New York last Saturday to 
direct the fight on behalf of his organization, 
A new form of contract has been prepared 
by the Illinois labor commissioners in com- 
pliance with the employment agency law, 
which prohibits the use of the objectionable 
* cancellation clause.“ 


Plan to Revoke Licenses. 

Mr. Cruden said that he will notify all book- 
ing agents in Chicago and the state that the 
new contract form must be adopted within a 
week. In the event the “ bookies.” fail to 
comply with the order the agents will be 
summoned before the state labor commis- 
sioners for an explanation, and if they still 
persist in their refusal their licenses will be 
revoked. 

The fabor commissioners also are making 
war on theater managers who “graft” on 
performers by charging. them a commission 
of 5 per cent of their salary before allowing 
them to open their acts. A case of this kind 
will be tried this morning in the Englewood 
municipal court, the defendant being Mana- 
ger Hopson of the Vaudette theater, Sixty- 
third street and Yale avenue, 

Hopson was arrested a week ago on com- 
plain of Beecher & Maye, a vaudeville team, 
and the White Rats of America. The ma@na- 
ger is charged with operating an employment 
agency without a license. The specific act 
alleged is that he collected 5 per cent of 
Beecher & Maye's salary for opening their 
act at the Vaudette theater.
